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| Tue Earl of Dunraven, 
President of the House 
of Lords Committee 
on the cruel *'sweat- 
ing” system in vogue 
in London, is one of 
the most active and 
most earnest members 
of the House of Lords. 
Though unsuccessful in 
his well - considered 
effort to reform that 
exalted chamber, Lord 
Dunraven meant well by 
his zealous endeavour. 
Ilis Lordship’s services in bringing to light the 
starvation wages which so many poor but hard- 
working London labourers receive cannot be too 
highly estimated. There appears to have been 
some unfounded evidence offered with respect to 
Messrs. Maple’s great firm. But there must be 
many grains of truth as to the atrociously low 


scale of wages paid by unscrupulous and heart- 
less *'sweaters" to working cabinet-makers, 
tailors, matchbox-makers, dressmakers, milliners, 
and mantle-makers. It is difficult to see how 
this deplorable state of things can be remedied ; 
though if a remedy is not speedily found, a social 
revolution may be precipitated in what is at once 
the wealthiest and most poverty-stricken, the 
most luxurious and most degraded city in the 
world. Lord Dunraven can at least, however, 
stigmatise the slave-drivers who thrive in London 
upon the debasing and shameful system of 
“ sweating.”

The band at the 
entrance played “ боа save the Queen," and 
this was the signal for an outburst of cheering.

The North German Gazette, referring to the 
Emperor’s condition on Monday, says that the 
languid feeling of the morning almost completely 
passed off in the course of the afternoon, so that 
the illustrious patient was able without effort to 
devote himself to work. 


General Boulanger will proceed to Lille on 
May 12 to be present at a banquet to be given 
in his honour, at which covers will be laid for 
600 persons.

Two anda half million copies of 
it are to be distributed gratuitously all over 
France. He says the Army should have a voice 
in the question of Peace or War. But France 
prefers to trust her deputies.

Royal Munster Fusiliers, and Adowda, an officer 
ofthe Kynksa police, were e ed with nine 
fusiliers and eight men of the police in pursuing 
à band of dacoits, when the British force was 
surprised, near Leppagyin. Both officers and 
two privates were killed, and all efforts to 
recover the bodies have hitherto failed. The 
Tavoy district continues much disturbed. 


JACK AND THE SLAVERS. . 
Ir it be difficult—in view of the revelations as 
to “© sweating "-in London and Birmingham—to 
avoid slavery in England, our Bluejackets have 
the merit of doing their best to put down the 
slave-trade in African waters. Letters received 
from the East Coast of Africa contain particulars 
of an exciting chase and sharp engagement with 
an armed slave dhow by officers and men of her 
Majesty’s ship Garnet. Chase was given in 
the cutter Olga, which is attached to the 
Garnet, and armed with a Gardner gun. On 
the dhow being overhauled the crew jumped 
into the sea; but they were nearly all caught 
and made prisoners. On board the dhow 
were nearly forty slaves, several of whom had 
received rifle-wounds during the chase, and the 
whole of them, when rescued, cried piteously for 
water. They were all taken on board the Garnet 
on the same evening. While the Garnet was 
chasing another dhow a gust of wind capsized 
the slaver. Out of a total of 108 slaves, besides 
a crew of twenty armed Arabs, over 100 were 
76 The rest were rescued by the Garnet's 

ats.

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LONDON AND THE WHEEL TAX. 


Ovr Artist's Drawing of the great gathering of 
carts and vans of all kinds on the Thames Em- 
bankment, last Saturday afternoon, will afford 
an idea of the widespread discontent occasioned 
by Mr. Goschen's proposal to tax wheels largely 
in order that those who wear out the roads should 
pay for their repair. Objectionable as this new 
tax may be, it will be admitted the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer had some reason on his side in 


proposing it. It was under the auspices of the |. 


“ Yan and Wheel Tax League” that the great 
demonstration and parade of vans, waggons, 
carts, and other vehicles took place in London 
last Saturday. Soon after two o'clock a number 
of vehicles began to arrive at the eastern end 
of the Victoria Embankment, at Blackfriars 
Bridge; and the number was rapidly augmented 
by carts and vans from various districts of the 
metropolis. As they took up their position in 
line along the Embankment they presented a 
strange mixture of two and four wheeled carts, 
vans, and waggons which would be subject to the 
new tax. А number of them were decorated 
with banners and flags of different nationalities. 
There were every variety of posters on the 
vehicles announcing opposition to the tax, and 
stating the view held by some that it would be а 
tax on industry. Оп a revolving wheel, mounted 
- we a lorry, was strapped a dummy figure, as an 
illustration of “Тһе Modern Ixion” of Funny 
Folks, Mr. Goschen being the figure bound to the 
wheel. 

Among the inscriptions were the following : 
“Why clog the wheels of British industry?" 
“ No one-sided exemptions," ''Our home in- 
dustries shall not be taxed," ‘‘The people are 
greater than Parliament," '''Taxation on in- 
dustry is starvation and death," ** Are we to have 
double the amount of unemployed?" “ We 
wheelwrights, smiths, and painters protest 
against the unjust tax," ** No taxes on English 
industry," “ For sale, this waggon, for the cost 
of the tax," “ We protest against taxing labour 
to relieve the rich." 

In one van the occupants carried a black flag 
with the inscription © Death to the tax,” and in 
another vehicle was a large black coffin with the 
words “Іт memory of the Van and Wheel Tax.” 
Contingents kept arriving until nearly four 
o'clock. Some time before a movement was made, 
and some of the vehicles started towards Hyde 
Park, where, by permission of her Majesty's 
Office of Works, platforms were erected near the 
** Reformers’ Tree." The route of procession, 
which was attended by several bands, was by 
way of St. Bride-street, along Holborn-bars, 
New Oxford-street, to Marble Arch into the 
park. The speakers forcibly addressed them- 
selves to a resolution protesting against the 
tax as being likely not only to injure British 
industry, but to add to the number of un- 
employed workmen. We should add that one 
open van in the procession contained a musical 
party led by the strains of a banjo and a con- 
certina. They seemed to have got up a song 
specially for the occasion, one verse of it

Be that as it may,. we shall all 
crowd to the little theatre in which Savile Clarke 
is to conjure up recollections of Hans Andersen's 
“Тіп Soldier" and what not? And by so 
doing delight the heart of the assiduous and 
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genial Literary Superintendent of the. 
Anglo-Daneries, one of the right sort. 


What's the Anglo-Daneries like? 
Well, first, let me call attention to the 
bas-relief 4 la Thorwaldsen. Ye may 
read it as ye run with a little help. 
See long-bearded General Superin- 
tendent Winter — Winter, loit'ring, 
cheers the heart of May !—leads the 
van. ‘‘Next, please," is jovial James 
Pain, head lamp-lighter to the gar- 
dens. Then, behold Prince Bonhomme 
a-keeping his Silver Wedding by 
blowing a kiss to Princess Sweeteyes, 
who bas taken captive the British Lion 
and Unicorn ; leaving good old Queen 
Victoria to bring up the rear on horse- 
back. Thus was Thorwaldsen a pro- 
phetic sculptor ! 


Now, follow me! Imagine your- 
selves, friends, in the entrance-hall of 
the ‘‘Col-Indies”’ at South Kensington! 
Straight ahead is the site of the new 
Imperial Institute. Avoid that. Turn 
sharp to the right up the eastern arcade, 
and inspect as much as ye please the 
various objects of British and Danish 
art and industry. But I own I prefer 
to leave the arcade of exhibits, and 
stroll into yonder small playhouse, built 
for the Andersen Tableaux Vivants— 
as compact a theatre as Hans Christian 
Andersen himself could have desired 
for the performance of his popular 
nursery stories. We are now onhaunted 
ground —a Shakspearean plot that 
would give Dr. Donnelly fits, and, 
according to the Yankee critic’s theory, 
rouse Bacon from his ground. Any- 
one can see ** Hamlet's Grave— Very!” 
Henry Irving will recognise this 
point — and likewise acknowledge 
“ Ophelia's well— Very!" If there 
were any doubt of that, one only need 
go to the Lyceum any night to see 
how well Ellen Terry is—‘‘ Faust” 
chop, indeed—after no end of diáblerie 
on the part of Mephisto. 


We cross the terrace; resist, for the 
moment, the alluring strains of Dan 
Godfrey’s military band, and descend 
the steps to Rowland Ward’s zoological 
triumph, ‘‘ Arctic Animals at Home’’— 
splendid bit of work !—and go past the 
cleverly arranged Danish Grotto (Pic- 
ture Peep-show inside), and round to 
the snug Danish village full of real 
Danes in real Danish costumes. It is 
in this Danish Village the Prince and 
Princess are next Monday to set the 
fashion of Afternoon-teas at the Anglo- 
Daneries. 


The Danish Hymn recalls us to the 
tree-lined terrace facing the Conserva- 
tory. It is dusk. Myriad lamps 
glimmer like glow-worms in the vernal 
branches. Stirring tune! Balmy air! 
Jolly! What ‘‘ high jinks” are going 
on yonder? Why, the national 
sports of Denmark are exemplified 
to the right by a good Toboggan 
slide—running down alongside the 
western wing of the Exhibition — 
and by the Royal Switchback Railway, 
running right across the gardens.

AT LORD RIPON'S, 
А rornrTICAL conyersazione took place 
last Monday night at Lord Ripon’s 
residence, 1, Carlton-gardens, in con- 
nection with the Women's Liberal 
Federation.

LADY MATHESON AND HER 
LEWIS TENANTS. 


Lavy Матнеѕох, proprietress of the 
Island of Lewis, NE op resolved to 
give up residence in the island, owing 
to the crofter and cottar agitation and 
disturbances, left Stornoway on Mon- 
day. А considerable crowd collected 
towitness her Ladyship'sdeparture, but 
there was no demonstration, and not 
even a cheer was raised as the steamer 
left the harbour. Lewis Castle, which 
is the only building of any architectural 
pretentions in the island, is advertised 
to be let, and most of the servants, 
some of whom have been in Lady 
Matheson's employ for twenty years, 
have been dismissed. Since the crofters’ 
agitation commenced little or no rent 
has been paid to Lady Matheson. The 
poor law and the school board ma- 
chinery is in a disorganised state owing 
to the non-payment of rates. About 
£4000 of rates are at present in arrear. 
The people in Locho district are 
hopeful of making some money out of 
the new industry of collecting grouse 
eggs. Many cottars and crofters have 
taken to the moors, and are said to be 
very successful in obtaining the eggs. 


ABDUCTION 
AT NOTTINGHAM. 

CONSIDERABLE excitement has been 
aroused at Nottingham by the alleged 
abduction by the Roman Catholics of a 
little girl nme years old. The child 
has recently been in a Protestant 
orphanage, and on Saturday evening 
was, with the other inmates, re- 
turning from an entertainment when 
she was violently seized and dragged 
into an adjoining Catholic presbytery. 
Her father was an Italian organ- 
grinder, who died last year. There is 
some dispute as to what faith he pro- 
fessed at the last moment, but a priest 
has produced a will purporting to be 
signed with the deceased’s mark, and 
expressing a desire that all his children 
should be educated in ‘the Holy 
Roman Catholic faith." Itis not true, 
as stated, that the girl was seized by a 
nun. Canon Douglas stated on Mon- 
day that she was taken to the convent 
by another sister who was there. The 
matter is being investigated by the 
authorities of the town. 


ARMY OF SWITZERLAND. 
Ассовотхо to the last official return, 
the Swiss active army numbers 123,000 
men, with a reserve of Landwehr of 
80,000 men. The newly-organised 
Landsturm comprises 296,000 men, of 
whom 2922 have served in the regular 
forces as officers, 5652 as non - com- 
missioned officers, 40,000 аз 
privates. 


EASTER IN RUSSIA. 

Tux solemn celebration of Easter by 
the Russian Church and people began 
on Saturday night, on the arrival of the 
Emperor and Empress in St. Peters- 
burg, by the firing of the fortress guns 
and the brilliant Church ceremonies of 
the Russo-Greek rite, which lasted 
until daybreak on Sunday morning. 
This year the great festival falls more 
than а month later than in the rest of 
Christendom. The Czar held a grand 
reception on Sunday morning in the 
Winter Palace to receive the felicita- 
tions of the season, and the official 
Gazette publishes a list of high decora- 
tions and rescripts awarded by his 
Таре. Majesty to certain of the 
higher clergy. 


DISASTER IN CHINA. 


A Standard telegram from Shanghai 
says:—‘*There has been a terrible 
flood in the Canton River, in which 
3000 people have been drowned.’ The 
report is probably grossly exaggerated. 
There is а Reuter's agent at Hong- 
Kong, which lies at the mouth of the 
Canton River, and had any disaster of 
the magnitude reported taken place we 
Should surely have had а message 
direct from that colony. 


NEW CHANNEL STEAMER. 
Tue London, Chatham, and Dover Rail- 
way Company's new Channel steamer 
Empress, which entered the docks at 
Dover on Monday, made a remarkable 
voyage from Gravesend, where she had 
been undergoing a Board of Trade in- 
spection. ‘The vessel made eighteen 
knots an hour on the measured mile, 
steaming at considerably less than full 
speed. She is to join her sister-ship, 
the Victoria, on the Calais service in a 
few days. It is anticipated that the 
Empress wil cross the Channel in a 
little over fifty minutes. 


A GALLANT FRENCH 
CAPTAIN WELL REWARDED. 
Tur English Board of Trade has 
awarded a binocular glass to Captain 
Paul Gilbert, master of the French 
fishing-smack Alfred, of Isigny, in 
recognition of his services in rescuing 
the ship-wrecked crew of the brigantine 
Clara Novello, of Llanelly, which 
foundered off Portland on April 3, 
1888, and abandoning his fishing voyage 
to land them at Cherbourg. 


TERRIBLE RAILWAY 
ACCIDENT. 
A TERRIBLE accident occurred last 
Sunday on the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railway. A freight train, 
composed of seventy-five cars, was un- 
coupled near Locus Gap, Pennsylvania, 
and the first section waited for the 
second at the end of a steep incline. 
The breaksmen of the second portion 
were, however, unable to check the 
speed attained as the cars descended 
the grade, and the trains came together 
with a tremendous shock. 

One of the cars was loaded with gun- 
powder, and this exploded with the 
force of the concussion. Seventeen 
adjacent houses, occupied by employés 
of the Reading Coal Company and their 
families, were wrecked, and the débris 
caught fire almost instantaneously. 
Eight persons, mostly children, were 
burned to death, and thirty were in- 
jured. Twelve of the cars were utterly
